A NEW report into services at Har¬ 
low’s Princess Alexandra Hospital 
reveals that PARKING is the num¬ 
ber one gripe among town residents. 

While cleanliness, waiting times and 
the quality of food all figured as con¬ 
cerns in the study, the problems associ¬ 
ated with parking at the Hamstel Road 
site - and the charges for doing so - 
topped the list of moans. 

Almost two-thirds of the 1,467 people 
who responded to the survey carried out by 
Harlow MP Bill Rammell said they were 
unhappy at the lack of parking provision 
and the cost. 

That figure dwarfed other concerns of 
waiting times (381 respondents), cleanli¬ 
ness of wards (197), availability of infor¬ 
mation (186), cleanliness of public areas 
(154), quality of food (115) and cancel¬ 
lation of operation (74). 

Other issues raised related to specific 
departments, while 129 said fear of clo¬ 
sure or cuts at the hospital preyed on their 
mind.

But overall the report provides a 
shot in the arm for PAH, with 89 
per cent generally satisfied or 
very satisfied with services and 
only 11 per cent unhappy. 

This week, Mr Rammell 
admitted it highlighted problems 
and he set out recommendations, 
including re-configuration of 
parking spaces, improved bus 
services, better staff training 
such as English lessons for 
foreign nurses, a review of 
cleaning policies and more 
visitor seating. He also called for 
better internal and external 
communications, with improved 
signage and press liaison. 

“This is the biggest response I 
have ever had to a constituency 
survey,” he said. “The clear 
message is that people generally 
see the service at PAH as good - 
you wouldn’t get an 89 per cent 
satisfaction rate if things were 
going badly wrong - but in some 
specific areas, things still are not 
good enough and I’m hoping to 
bring about further improvement 
with this report.” 

The MP unveiled his report at a 
public meeting on Saturday and 
hopes to organise another with 
hospital bosses in the autumn. 
PAH NHS Trust chief executive 
Chris Pocklington said it was 
one of the most comprehensive 
public surveys ever about PAH’s 
services and he promised to take 
a “very close look” at it. 

“It is vitally important that we 
know what our patients think 
and what they want in terms of 
services,” he said. “It is also 
very reassuring to hear that such 
a large proportion of the people 
who responded rate us so 
highly.”

Lubbock Trust is 
axed amid row

A CAMPAIGN to establish the full facts 
in the death of Stuart Lubbock at the 
Roydon home of former TV star 
Michael Barrymore has been thrown 
into disarray by an acrimonious row. 

The bust-up came as it emerged police are 
investigating allegations of “homophobic 
hate” on The Lubbock Trust’s website. 

The trust worked for years to keep Stuart's 
unsolved death in 2001 in the public eye but has now 
been formally wound up. 

Stuart’s father Terry, of Great Brays, Harlow, con¬ 
firmed this week he has dropped Mr Bennett as his 
solicitor after Essex Police launched its investigation. 

Events came to a head just days after the release of 
the book Not Awight: Getting Away With Murder - 
co-authored by Mr Lubbock and Mr Bennett, 
although it is understood the latter wrote the majori¬ 
ty - when Mr Bennett accused trust chairman Harry 
Cichy, the book’s publisher, of selling it on internet 
auction site eBay without permission. 

“This book was never written for anyone’s indi¬ 
vidual profit,” said Mr Bennett. “In fact, it was 
always understood that all sales would go towards 
the benefit of the trust,” he said. 

However, Mr Cichy described Mr Bennett as a 
“stirrer” who was needled by the decision to drop 
him. 

“I want to make it perfectly clear that I never 
sought to make any money from the book,” he said. 
“All I wanted to do was to raise awareness of the 
injustice surrounding Stuart Lubbock’s death. It is 
true that a copy of the book was used on eBay, but 
purely as a marketing tool. I have no hidden agenda 
-1 never even expected the book to make a profit.” 

Mr Lubbock told the Star. “Some of the stuff on 
The Lubbock Trust website was attracting negative 
publicity, which is not what I need at this stage of the 
campaign, but I’m very grateful for all that Tony has 
done for the trust in the past and for his work on the

He believes the accusations were malicious and 
has approached the Independent Police Complaints 
Commission over his treatment. “There is only fac¬ 
tual comment and opinion on the website, and cer¬ 
tainly nothing that could be seen as a criminal 
offence,” he insisted. 

An Essex Police spokesman said: “A priority of 
ours is to investigate all reports of hate crime. A full 
investigation is being conducted to identify whether 
an offence has been committed.” 

# DETECTIVES reinvestigating Stuart’s death are 
seeking a statement from a witness in New Zealand 
- widely reported to be Mr Barrymore’s former lover 
Shaun Davis - although it is not yet clear if they will 
visit in person or act through local police.

Unanimous support 
for a blueprint to 
town regeneration 

A REGENERATION strategy to pump 
life back into Harlow has been approved. 
The final version of the report, amended 
to account for views expressed during a 
public consultation, was presented to 
Harlow Council’s policy and resources 
committee on Thursday. 

The document, intended to collate a 
number of earlier policies, incorporates 
other strategies including the Town Park 
masterplan, town centre strategy, 
housing strategy, green infrastructure 
plan, community strategy, and area 
investment and renewal framework. 

It identifies five “core objectives” for 
Harlow: economic prosperity, education, 
growth and regeneration, housing and 
community engagement, and its 
overarching vision is for the town to 
become “a sustainable sub-regional 
centre with a vibrant, diverse and high- 
performing economy and the 
infrastructure to support.” 

In terms of implementation, councillors 
were assured that within five-10 years, 
the town would be enjoying the benefits 
of a regenerated centre, better 
employment opportunities, a better 
qualified workforce, better choice of 
affordable housing and upgraded 
neighbourhood centres. 

The strategy was welcomed by 
representatives of all three political 
parties and was passed unanimously. It 
can be viewed at the Civic Centre.

Council promise on 
£10m revamp work

RESIDENTS in areas poised to benefit 
from £10m of Government regeneration 
cash have been reassured the work will 
still take place despite a perceived lack of 
progress in recent months. 

Harlow Council’s policy and resources com¬ 
mittee was given an update on the five schemes 
when it met on Thursday and told what should 
be achieved by next March. 

The schemes include the regeneration of Old 
Harlow, Prentice Place in Potter Street, Clifton Hatch 
and Staple Tye plus the establishment of a small busi¬ 
nesses start-up ‘incubation’ centre in Edinburgh Way. 

But there was concern from some councillors that a

lack of work in recent months has led people to believe 
their schemes have been forgotten. 

Simon Carter (Conservative) warned: “I think we 
need to be careful about raising expectations that some¬ 
thing big and major is going to happen imminently if it 
then doesn’t. People now need to be reassured that what 
we said was going to happen is going to happen at 
some stage.” 


Joint council leader Tony Durcan (Labour) agreed. 
“I think we need to keep people informed,” he said. 
“Even if it’s a case of saying we don’t have any more 
info at the moment but we haven’t forgotten about 
you.” 

Work in Old Harlow will include the extension and 
refurbishment of the St John’s Arts and Recreation 
Centre and relocation of the community centre there. 
Garages in Wayre Street will go and a feasibility study 
will look at the possibility of re-aligning the road. Plans 
to revamp Victoria Hall Theatre have been scrapped. 

At Prentice Place, modifications made as a result of 
public feedback mean there will be no residential units 
on Larkswood, although the demolition and rebuilding 
of retail units and flats will still go ahead. 

Staple Tye is to have its library re-located, a new 
health centre and housing built, relocation of the tennis 
courts and a new road junction at Abercrombie Way 
and Southern Way. 

Clifton Hatch will get up to 37 new homes, new 
shops and a community centre to replace 
existing shops and garages. 

The re-named incubation centre - previ¬ 
ously called an innovation centre - is due to 
be open by 2008. Harlow Renaissance is in 
charge of delivering the projects and chief 
executive Andrew Bramidge told councillors 
the change of title was requested by the East 
of England Development Agency, which is 
part-funding the facility.

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Drainage work 
eases threat 
from flooding 

ACTION taken to safeguard 
residents against flooding after 
the flash storms of last year has 
been declared a success. 

Harlow Council’s scrutiny 
committee heard on Tuesday that 
since the torrential downpours 
last summer which saw dozens 
of households flooded out, major 
progress has been achieved 
clearing gullies and drains. 
Council emergency planning 
officer Joe McGill told the 
committee that there was a 
considerably higher level of 
rainfall in June of this year 
compared to that of last year but 
with no major flooding in the 
town. 

“I think those figures show the 
impact of the work we have 
done,” he told councillors, 
adding that there were still 
issues to be addressed. 

But Mr McGill also called on 
residents to do their bit, drawing 
particular attention to a gulley 
behind Berecroft. 

“There is so much rubbish 
dumped along the ditch line,” he 
said. “If we can sort that out I 
think it will solve a lot of the 
problems in the Berecroft area, 
but people have got to recognise 
that it’s important to keep their 
ditch lines clear. 

“If people dump rubbish they 
are increasing the risk of 
flooding for themselves and their 
neighbours.” 

Summer read is 
keen on nature 

A SUMMER reading challenge 
to promote environmental 
responsibility as well as reading 
is being launched at Harlow 
Library on Saturday. 

The Big Wild Read, run in 
conjunction with the BBC’s 
Breathing Spaces campaign, will 
give children the opportunity to 
find out what they can do to 
save endangered animals and 
help protect the environment. 
County Hall libraries chief Iris 
Pummell said: “Children really 
care about animals and 
environmental issues and the 
Big Wild Read is not just a 
summer reading challenge, it’s a 
call to action for children to 
make a positive difference to the 
environment.” 


Dealer's kiss hid 
drugs packages 


A DRUG dealer arrested by police 
in Harlow transferred his stash to 
his girlfriend with a kiss, a court 
heard. 

Richard Manning (33), of Nicholls 
Field, Harlow, tried to rid himself of evi¬ 
dence by passing his drugs into the 
mouth of Rachael Kirton (31), of Long 
Ley, Harlow, as he leant out of the win¬ 
dow of a police car, Chelmsford Crown 
Court was told on Friday. 

But the exchange was spotted by security 
camera operators who alerted police. 

Manning pleaded guilty to two charges of 
possessing drugs with intent to supply and 
being in breach of a community order 
imposed for an earlier burglary offence. He 


was jailed for 13 months. 

Kirton - said to be five months pregnant - 
admitted two charges of possessing drugs 
and was sentenced to six months imprison¬ 
ment, suspended for a year. 

Pria Khanna, prosecuting, told the court 
that on January 17 police were dealing with 
in incident in Harlow town centre when one 
of the officers recognised Manning, who was 
wanted for questioning on an unrelated mat¬ 
ter. 

Manning, who was with Kirton, was 
arrested and put in a police car. Shortly after¬ 
wards, he put his head out of the window and 
told Kirton “Kiss me”. 

The camera operator then noticed a white 
packet being transferred from Manning’s 
mouth to Kirton’s. 

Kirton pushed it into her mouth with her 


fingers and walked away. She was then seen 
to remove two packages from her mouth and 
secrete them in her underwear. 

After police were alerted, Kirton was 
searched and two packages seized. One con¬ 
tained 10 wraps of crack cocaine and the 
other 19 wraps of heroin. 

Following her arrest, Kirton told police 
she had no idea what was in the packages 
and had no involvement in drug dealing. 
Manning gave a “no comment” interview. 

Samantha Leigh, in mitigation for Kirton, 
said that although she had a previous convic¬ 
tion for possessing drugs, she would wel¬ 
come the chance to put her life in order. 

Chloe Barton, for Manning, said he 
passed the drugs to Kirton for her own use 
and never intended to supply them to anyone 
else.

Hindmarch to resign has been 
circulated around the town. 

It has been started by the 
Harlow College Support Group 
in response to the restructuring 
which has resulted in more than 
100 lecturers leaving the college. 
Many lost their jobs or refused 
to reapply for their posts, 
claiming that Mr Hindmarch’s 
teaching and learning strategy 
may lower their salaries and 
increase working hours. 

The petition states: “. . . the 
principal had forfeited the 
confidence of the community 
and was putting at risk the future 
of local young people by his 
actions and imposing new 
contracts and making scores of 
teachers redundant.” 

More than 50 people signed the 
petition within an hour in the 
town centre on Saturday.

SIR, Your headline “Harlow College in 
freefall” (Star, July 5) was both 
shocking and accurate. Under the 
leadership of principal Colin Hindmarch 
it has gone from a thriving and 
successful college with a good reputation 
to a basket case on the verge of collapse 
in 10 short months.

Town at wrong 
end of county's 
recycling league

RECYCLING levels in Harlow 
are among the lowest in Essex 
even though the town has reached 
its official Government-set target. 

According to new figures, Harlow 
comes 11th out of the county’s 12 dis¬ 
trict and borough councils in Essex with 
21.29 per cent of all household waste 
recycled. 

Only Rochford Council fares worse with 
a figure of 17.18 per cent. 

However, a strong performance in Epping 
Forest, where more than 37 per cent of waste 
was recycled, placed the district council in 
second place. It was only pipped to the top 
slot by Uttlesford where almost 43 per cent 
of rubbish avoids landfill. 

Across the whole of the county, about 36 
per cent of all waste was recycled in the 12 
months up to March of this year. 



The figure for Harlow means the 19.4 per 
cent target set for the town by the 
Government for the year was surpassed by 
0.89 per cent. The total is up 1.41 per cent 
on last year. 

Eleanor Macy, chairwoman of Harlow 
Council’s environment and community com¬ 
mittee, said the figures were very encourag¬ 
ing. 

“Overall our figures may be lower than 
other areas but this is mainly due to com¬ 


posting levels,” she said. 

“It is hugely important for residents 
to continue recycling with us to help reduce 
waste going to landfill and for those who 
don’t to start making it a daily habit. 

“Residents can also help by reducing and 
re-using waste before recycling.” 

In contrast to the overall recycling rates, 
Harlow excelled when it came to the per¬ 
formance of its civic amenity site in Temple 
Bank, which recorded a 64.67 per cent fig¬ 
ure for household waste for the 12-month 
period. It was the fifth most successful of 
the county’s 23 sites. 

The centre took more plastics than any 
other site (71 tonnes), the most cans and 
scrap metal (1,132 tonnes) and came top of 
the pile for ceramics (611 tonnes). 

County Hall environment chief Peter 
Martin said: “This is fantastic news. 
Recycling and reducing waste are key to our 
waste strategy and how we deal with waste 
in the future. 

“We have recycled more than ever over 
the past year and this is something that every 
Essex resident should be very proud of.”

Pub ban on brawl pair filmed 
in punch-up outside nightclub 


TWO men involved in a brawl out¬ 
side a nightclub in the early hours 
of the morning have been banned 
from all licensed premises. 

Oliver Read (19), of Sycamore 
Field, Harlow, and Liam Morgan 
(21), of Spring Hills, Harlow, 
pleaded guilty at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Friday to a charge 
of affray. 

Stephanie Farrimond, prosecut¬ 
ing, told the court the defendants 
had thrown kicks and punches in 
the fight outside the Liquid night¬ 
club in Harlow town centre on 
May 13 last year. 

The incident, which also 
involved a number of other peo¬ 
ple, had been filmed by security 
cameras and a sequence in which a 
man’s shirt was ripped off was 
shown to the court. 

Miss Farrimond said that after 
police showed the film to Morgan 


he described his own behaviour as 
“awful” and said he was disgusted 
with himself. 

Edward Culver, representing 
Morgan, said he was genuinely 
remorseful, while Christopher 
Whitehouse, appearing for Read, 
said his client had been so drunk 
he had no recollection of his 
actions that evening. 

Morgan was given a three- 
month prison sentence suspended 
for a year and banned from pubs 
and clubs for three months. Read 
was sentenced to four months jail 
suspended for a year and given a 
four month ban. 

Both men were also ordered to 
pay £200 costs. 

Judge Anthony Goldstaub told 
them: “You both played a part in a 
disgraceful episode and your 
behaviour was totally unaccept¬ 
able.” 


Police release stabbing suspects 


TWO people arrested in connec¬ 
tion with a stabbing in Epping 
town centre in April have been 
released without charge. 

Essex Police confirmed this 
week that the 29-year-old man 
and 30-year-old woman, who 
have been on bail since the inci¬ 
dent, will not be prosecuted. 

A spokeswoman said the deci¬ 


sion not to bring charges against 
the pair, both from North Weald, 
had been taken after consultation 
with the Crown Prosecution 
Service. 

The 26-year-old victim was 
stabbed in the back in High 
Street. He was treated at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital and made a 
full recovery.

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THE girlfriend of Frank 
Empson, the young man 
stabbed to death in the 
entrance of his Harlow home 
last year, has spoken publicly 
for the first time of how she 
witnessed the fatal attack. 

Three months after Steven Pascoe 
and Jack Harrison were jailed for 
Frank’s manslaughter and attempted 
robbery, Emily Hawkins (20) said 
Frank was killed for selling 
cannabis. 

Last September, Emily told the Star 
how she was struggling to cope with 
the impact of his death and her 
determination to see his killers brought 
to justice. 

Now, in an interview with Pick Me Up 
magazine, she describes how talented 
basketball player Frank got into selling 
soft drugs to fund treatment for his 
father, who suffers multiple sclerosis. 
She also reveals her disgust at the 
sentences handed down to Pascoe and 
Harrison, both of whom were charged 
with murder but subsequently cleared. 
Emily recalls how Frank learnt about 
pioneering stem cell treatment in a 
newspaper but investigations revealed it 
would cost £13,000. She suggested 
fundraising but Frank replied: “It would 
take years to raise that sort of money 
and Dad doesn’t have years.” 

Believing the idea to have been 
dismissed, she says she was surprised a 
few weeks later to see a safe in Frank’s 
room - and then horrified to discover 
he was using it to store cannabis. 

“I’d never heard of something so 
ridiculous in all my life,” said Emily. “I 
told him he could go to prison. I knew 
he wasn’t a bad person, he was the 
loveliest, gentlest man I'd ever met and 
all he wanted to do was help his dad.” 
People began to call at the Empson 
house most evenings: “Now I was in on 
his shady secret, I cringed every time I 
heard the doorbell,” she admits. “When 
he’d come back, I’d look away as he

slipped money into the safe.” 

But one visit changed everything when 
Pascoe and Harrison came to the house 
with the intention of stealing the cash. 
“After dinner we went upstairs to 
watch Mickey Blue Eyes on the 
television,” said Emily. “Halfway 
through the film, there was a knock at 
the front door. Without saying a word 


Frank nipped downstairs. ‘It’s for me, 
mum,’ I heard him shout. 

“Then there were men’s voices and a 
strange muffled sound followed by a 
thud. I ran down the stairs and that's 
when I saw the two masked men in the 
hallway. One was punching Frank over 
and over. ‘Get off him’, I screamed, 
launching myself at him. His fist

slammed into the side of 
my head. By the time I 
could focus, the men 
were gone. 

“Suddenly, Rose 
(Franks mother) 
appeared at the living room door. 
‘He’s cut his neck’, she screamed. 
Frank was coughing so much he 


couldn’t speak but as he lifted his hand 
from the left side of his neck I saw the 
gaping wound gushing blood.” 

Emily said that the next day, after 
Frank’s death was confirmed, she 
decided to tell police about the drugs. 

A few days later, Pascoe and Harrison 
were charged. 

She tells the magazine how she and 
Frank’s parents were determined to 
realise his last wish to help his father 
and started an appeal. By September 
2006, they had raised the £13,000 and 
Steve flew to Holland for the treatment. 
Referring to the outcome of the trial, 
she says: “Frank was stabbed four times 
in the throat - that was no 
accident. When I 
heard the 
sentences, I 
couldn’t believe it. 
Wasn’t Frank’s life 
worth more? 

“It’s still too early 
to know what effect 
the stem cell 
treatment has had 
on Steven, but 
hopefully it will help 
him to walk again 
and when it does, I 
know Frank will be 
smiling down on us.”

TWO burglars who trashed a house and 
stripped it of all valuables have been 
jailed after a judge ridiculed their pleas 
for a community sentence. 

Mark Rhead (19), of Collins Meadow, 
Harlow, and Steven Langton (18), of The Hides, 
Hars were sent to prison for eight months and 
six months respectively at Chelmsford Crown 
Court on Saturday, after admitting burglary. 
Rhead also admitted two offences of obtaining 
property by deception. 

Lynne Shirley, prosecuting, told the court that on 
September 12 last year, Rhead and Langton broke into 
the house in Northbrooks while the occupants were 
away on holiday. 

They stole property worth up to £10,000, including 
electrical goods, jewellery, clothing and tools, ferry¬ 
ing the items away by taxi. 

In stripping out the house they left behind an 
appalling mess. Litter including food wrappers, beer 
cans and cigarette ash was left all over the floor and 
furniture and upstairs there was blood on bedsheets 
and clothing strewn about. 

Miss Shirley said some of the property was later 
exchanged for money at a pawnbroker and the family 
had to take out a loan to replace that which could not 
be recovered. 

Marc Cannatella, representing Rhead, blamed his 
behaviour on problems with drugs and alcohol. Stuart 
Jessop, for Langton, said his client was naive and eas¬ 
ily led and was sorry for the distress he had caused. 

But a suggestion that the burglars should retain 
their liberty and be punished with community service 
orders received short shrift from Judge Anthony 
Goldstaub. 

“I would be ashamed to meet the householders in 
this case if I passed such a sentence on you,” he told 
them. “What would they think? This was a nasty bur¬ 
glary. You took everything that was worth taking and 
left the premises in a dreadful state.”

Airlines seek 
a passenger 

compromise 


AN attempt to block the full 
use of Stansted Airport’s 
existing runway has been 
made - by the airlines them¬ 
selves. 

As the public inquiry into the 
future of Stansted entered its sev¬ 
enth week, it was the turn of 
operator BAA’s customers - the 
carriers who pay to fly to and 
from the airport - to give evi¬ 
dence regarding the expansion 
plans. 

The airlines called for a 30 million 
passenger compromise between 
BAA’s assertion that the passenger 
capacity must rise to 35 million a 
year and the counter claim from 
Uttlesford District Council and Stop 
Stansted Expansion that the current 
cap of 25 million should be main¬ 
tained. 

Last Wednesday, Ian Clayton, who 
is both Easyjet’s regulatory affairs

manager and secretary of the 
Stansted Airlines Consultative 
Committee, told inspector Alan 
Boyland: “The ACC supports expan¬ 
sion at Stansted provided it is timely, 
efficient and subject to consultation 
and agreement. 

“However, it cannot support 
BAA’s application to remove the pas¬ 
senger limit or to increase it to 35 
million passengers per annum. 

“The ACC proposes a passenger 
limit of 30 million. This would 
ensure that capacity would not be 
constrained while future develop¬ 
ment could be considered fully and 
properly.” 

Cost is at the centre of the airlines’ 
misgivings. Mr Clayton added: “A 
30 million limit would protect air¬ 
lines and passengers from further 
excessive airport charges and would 


prevent inefficient capital expendi¬ 
ture, while any future development 
of Stansted would not be prejudiced 
by decisions that do not yet need to 
be made.” 

The airlines have cast doubt on 
BAA’s forecasts and warned that 
increasing charges to cover the cost 
of expansion will drive down 
demand for air travel - defeating the 
object of the planning application. 

Earlier, on Tuesday, York 
Aviation’s Louise Congdon also gave 
evidence on behalf of the SACC and 
cast doubt on the facts and figures at 
the foundation of BAA’s case for 
expansion. 

She told the inquiry: “The ACC 
considers that BAA’s proposals are 
unsound. BAA has a poor track 
record in projecting growth require¬ 
ments at Stansted.” 

She said the operator had failed to 
demonstrate there would be suffi¬ 
cient demand to justify its plans and 
said its projections were unrealistic.

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Jail reprieve for man 
who stole from Jade 


A MAN who helped him¬ 
self to more than £12,500 
from the bank account of 
former Big Brother con¬ 
testant Jade Goody has 
narrowly avoided a jail 
sentence. 

Luke Rustem (29) had 
admitted the theft and was 
given an eight-month prison 
sentence, suspended for 18 
months, at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Friday. 

Judge Anthony Goldstaub told 
him he was ungrateful, dishonest 
and exploitive. 

Unemployed Rustem, of 
Soper Square, Harlow, was also 
put on probation to help him 
overcome drug and gambling 
problems and was banned from 
licensed premises for six months. 

The court had heard Miss 
Goody (25) only realised the 
money was missing when an 
Abbey National clerk pointed out 
abnormalities in her transactions. 

Catherine Bradshaw, prosecut¬ 
ing, said that Rustem, who was a 
friend and babysitter for Miss 
Goody, was found to have writ¬ 
ten nine cheques to himself from 
her cheque book between 
February 2005 and April 2006, 
totalling £12,565. 

The court also heard Rustem 


had a previous conviction for 
stealing money from Thomas 
Cook travel agency when he 
worked at the firm’s Bishop’s 
Stortford office in 2001. 

Mark Gatley, mitigating for 
Rustem, said his client was 
ashamed of his actions and gen¬ 
uinely remorseful. 

“He considered Miss Goody 
to be his friend and he realises he 
has betrayed the trust placed in 
him,” he said. “When she didn’t 
notice money going missing 
from the account, he felt a sense 
of security and detachment from 
what he was doing.” 

Mr Gatley added that Rustem 
had believed he could eventually 
pay back the cash through gam¬ 
bling winnings. 

“That’s what lies at the root of 
these offences,” he claimed. “His 
gambling was fuelled by his 
addiction to amphetamines.” 

Sentencing Rustem, Judge 
Goldstaub told him: “You have 
admitted nine counts of theft 
from Jade Goody. You were a 
trusted part of the life of her 
household, as a friend, helper and 
occasional babysitter. 

“You abused that trust and rat¬ 
ted on her friendship by stealing 
from her. You behaved in an 
ungrateful, thoroughly dishonest 
and exploitive way. You will be 
marked with shame and dishon¬ 
our.”

Stern regime at 
the old council 


T HIS week we have more on 
Harlow Council engineer 
and surveyor Bill Webb - 
plus some other colourful council 
characters of the 1960s and ’70s. 
Nostalgia is grateful to reader Ron Bill 
for his old press cuttings, which reveal 
that when Mr Webb retired in 1971 he 
was calling time on a 44-year career in 
local government. 

Starting out in 1934 in a divisional 
surveyor’s office in Brentwood, he was 
promoted to deputy engineer and surveyor 
before wartime service as an Air Ministry 
civil engineer. 

In 1946, he joined Epping Rural District 
Council before moving across to the new 
Harlow Urban District Council in 1955, 
where he led major projects including the 



construction of The Playhouse, Harlow Pool 
and the crematorium while overseeing the 
growth of his department from 60 staff to 
600. 

Mr Webb was succeeded in 1971 by his 
deputy Paul Chester. Northbrooks resident 
Avron Cooper-Gray worked under both men 
and recalled: “Mr Webb’s secretary was a 
lady called Mrs Joan Stone who protected 
him staunchly and you had to work very 
hard to get to see him. She was very, very 
strict and was an absolute fanatic about 
punctuality. I found her quite frightening as 
a school-leaver. 

“I used to take post from our department at 


Netteswell Hall to the clerk’s department 
and down to the treasurer’s department at 
Netteswell House. I used to enjoy these 
little walks down the lane. 

“The clerk to the council was Mr Doug Bull 
and his secretary was Miss Kay Jarvis - she 
was also very strict. The telephonist was a 
man called Mike who was blind and Mr 
Jack Cook was the housing officer. My boss 
when I worked in the cost office was Mr 
Freddy Crabb and he could be a fearsome 
man too - you had better not be late!” 

Mrs Cooper-Gray also recalls the first 
female councillor: “Her name was Vi Druce 
and she was a friend of my parents. I 
remember thinking as a young girl how 
important she must be.”

Helping to landscape the masterplanner's garden 


M ANY readers will have 
enjoyed visiting the 
Gibberd Garden, in Marsh Lane, 
Old Harlow, but Moor Tower 
resident Clive Enders can claim 
a hand in its beauty. 

“I remember many of the 
families in the local aristocracy 
- the Swires at Hubbards Hall, 
the Drakes and Fitzwilliams at 
Churchgate Street,” he writes. 


But the biggest name young 
Enders knew was Harlow 
masterplanner Frederick 
Gibberd. 

“I remember him and his first 
wife at their Marsh Farm 
rambling garden and horribly 
‘modern’ bungalow!” he recalls. 
“As children, Sir Freddie, as he 
became, used to get us to do 
hedging and ditching around his 


property in reward for 
lemonade, cakes and sweets. 
Thus he slowly landscaped the 
contours and waterways of the 
terrain into the garden it has 
evolved into today. 

“When I last visited the garden 
a couple of years ago I met 
Lady Pat, riding her buggy, and 
told her of my early gardening 
experiences there. But she was 


her usual somewhat curt self 
and dismissed me with ‘That 
was long before my time’!” 

Mr Enders also remembered 
criticism of Sir Frederick’s 
decision to live outside his new 
town creation: “Many older 
residents saw it as the Gibberds 
living in splendid isolation well 
away from the little boxes he 
designed for the proletariat.”

Mrs Snell also recalled taking her 
teenage daughter to the shop in 1980. 
“The fashion at the time was for girls 
to wear men’s caps,” she explained. 


“Girls being girls, my daughter 
insisted on trying various styles, but 
needless to say we left the shop with 
the cap first suggested by Mr King! 
“People came from miles around to 
visit this wonderful chaotic shop and 
always went home happy.”

A NEW centre for 
Harlow’s deaf 
community is proving 
to be a great success. 

About 30 people with 
varying degrees of hearing 
impairment turned up 
when Harlow Deaf 
Association opened the 
club at the Barn Mead 
Pavilion, in Partridge Road, 
for the first time last 
Saturday. 

It is thought there are more 
than 50 profoundly deaf 
people living in Harlow and 
many more with less serious 
hearing problems. 

The new club aims to cater for 
as many of them as possible, 
providing a chance for them to 
socialise, meet new friends 
and learn new skills. 

Harlow Deaf Association also 
wants to raise awareness of 
the number of people with 
hearing problems living in the 
town and the help available to 
those who find themselves 
losing their hearing. 

Sign language teacher Emma 
Somerville, the association’s 


founder and backbone of the 
club, said: “We want to help 
alleviate some of those 
problems and difficulties 
experienced by the deaf 
community in and around 
Harlow and provide a centre 
for people to go and not be 
isolated. 

“We hope to get more than 50 
members. Everyone is 
welcome but all must be 
willing to learn sign language 
or at least make an effort to 
communicate - everyone will 
help each other.”

WHEN written in 1959, Sir Arnold 
Wesker’s portrayal of the meaning of 
perceived metropolitan ideals in post¬ 
war Norfolk was innovative and 
passionate - so doing it justice in the 
21st century was a tough call for an 
amateur group.

WE'LL LIVE AND DIE IN THESE TOWNS 

The Enemy (album, Warner) 

Like a perfect holiday sunset, there are some moments which 
work instantly but will nonetheless last forever - welcome, then, 
this three-piece Coventry outfit. Considering this is a debut 
album, it’s quite simply astonishing and grabs from the off with 
the neo-punk Aggro. The refined and beautifully produced yet 
raw sound has been cherry-picked from the very best of 70s and 
’80s punk/mod in The Clash and The Jam; this influence being 
strongly evident in their That's Entertainment homage title track. 
Blistering bass pumps throughout with spangly guitars and 
powerful vocal hooks. The symbiosis of talent is staggering. 

FANCY FOOTWORK 

Chromeo (album, Back Yard) 

Skating a fine line between genuinely witty, tongue-firmly-in- 
cheek ’80s kitsch and plain irritating synth-pop nonsense, 
Chromeo’s difficult second album of tired jokes and dated beats 
ultimately grates. Those with a sense of humour will initially 
chuckle at the retro grooves and alpha male posturing of 
Tenderoni, but by the time My Girl Is Calling Me A Liar limps out 


of the speakers, the joke begins to wear a little thin. Shamelessly 
plundering the vaults for absurd ’80s electro-funk synth lines and 
trite lyrics, this is a record destined to exclusively appeal to ‘ironic’ 
student discoheads. 


SATURDAY WAITS 

Loney, Dear (single, Regal) 

According to a national broadsheet, this music is “as lovely as 
nodding off in a deckchair”. I once fell asleep in such 
circumstances only to be woken up when the chair collapsed, 
catching my tie and almost strangling me to death. Listening to 
this bland lift music from Swedish multi-instrumentalist Emil 
Svanangen is only slightly less irritating. 

THE QUEEN ALONE 

Carla Thomas (album, Universal) 

An expanded reissue of the Queen of Memphis Soul’s 1967 solo 
effort, The Queen Alone finds Thomas in a soulful, seductive 
mood. Down-tempo and somewhat genteel in places, it’s a work 
of restrained beauty, with Thomas shunning bombastic diva

HARRY POTTER AND THE ORDER OF

SHREK THE THIRD. Shrek and 
Fiona are performing regal 
duties in Far, Far Away as King 
Harold lies dying.

Desperate to 
return with the pregnant Fiona to 
his swamp, Shrek sets off on 
another mission with Donkey 
and Puss In Boots to bring 
Arthur back.

BARNYARD. With the most basic 
of schoolboy errors (that boy 
and girl cows all have udders) 
this animation tells the 
uninspiring story of Otis - a male 
cow with udders - and his fight 
to control his stupid friends.

Life and art in the daze of absinthe 


MOULIN ROUGE 

(Network, PG, retail) 

John Huston’s sumptuous Technicolor recreation of 
the gaudy fin de siecle Parisian nightspot of the title 
and the lively Montmartre district around it provides a 
vivid backdrop for this 1952 biopic of hard-drinking 
artist Henri Toulouse-Lautrec. 

It’s a testament to the power of the rousing, energetic 
riot of colour in the opening dance sequence and the 
often striking visuals which follow that the film overall 
works as well as it does, given some of the obstacles 
in its way. 

Casting tall Jose Ferrer as the short crippled artist 
whose legs never grew past childhood was an odd, 
sometimes distracting choice since we’ve all been 
overexposed to comedians playing the role for laughs 
by shuffling around on their knees in a long coat. 
Ferrer designed his own leg braces to allow him to 
briefly walk around on his knees for some scenes, but 
the different kinds of camera trickery utilised 
elsewhere do unfortunately draw attention to 
themselves and away from a solid performance as the 
actor variously hobbles behind a prop only for a 
differently proportioned short stand-in to emerge on 
the other side, stands in hole or, least convincing of 
all, is shown sitting with clearly fake legs dangling 
from his waist. 

It doesn’t help, either, that the famed Jane Avril is 
played by the extremely limited, grating Zsa Zsa 
Gabor and, consequently, gets far too much screen 
time. 

But never mind, because there are a lot of good 
performances elsewhere to make Moulin Rouge spin, 
particularly Colette Marchand as self-destructive 
prostitute Marie Charlet, whom Toulouse-Lautrec 
loves but cannot salvage, and Ferrer’s secondary turn 
as the artist’s father, not to mention a wealth of well- 
sketched minor characters (including a blink-and- 
you’ll-miss-it uncredited role for a pre-stardom 
Christopher Lee as artist Georges Seurat and his 
subsequent Hammer collaborator Peter Cushing as an 
aristocrat).

THE THIRST 

(Starz Home Entertainment, 18, retail) 

Most films that rip off other, better films in the guise 
of homage are a real drag but once in a while one 
comes along that’s so much fun you just have to 
forgive its sins. 

Vampire romp The Thirst often blatantly thieves from 
Near Dark while pilfering some of its theme from 
Requiem For A Dream, but it does it with such bloody 
gusto that it’s impossible to not like it. 

Maxx (Matt Keeslar) is gutted when he finds his 
terminally ill stripper girlfriend Lisa (Clare Kramer) 
dead in the bathtub with her wrists open but he’s 
even more staggered when he pulls himself out of his 
depressive funk weeks later and bumps into her in a 
nightclub. 

It emerges she’s been turned by a Manson-esque 
group of vampires, a bunch of blood-crazed killers he 
can join as a comrade or as an entree ... but once he 
gets a taste for the red stuff, it looks like there’s no 
stopping him. 



Director Jeremy Kasten has a lot of fun showing the 
gritty reality of undead withdrawal as his fanged 
lovers go cold turkey (the pair of them chasing their 
cat around a small flat with a frying pan comes close 
to the hysterical derangement of TV’s Bottom) and 
clearly knows how to feed his audience with a diet of 
random nudity and geysers of blood. 

There’s a commentary, a couple of fun features and 
deleted scenes, but the real meat’s in the movie.

POPCORN 

(Spark Pictures, 15, retail) 

This largely atrocious, dreary and smug British 
‘comedy’ starring soap stars Jack Ryder ( Eastenders) 
and Jodi Albert {Hollyoaks) concerns a lovelorn 
movie nerd who gets a job at his local multiplex in 
order to pull an usherette who happens to resemble a 
Manga character with whom he’s obsessed. 

Deciding to take all his tips for success from the 
movies, he sets about a number of tedious schemes 
to find Miss Right (or, least, Miss Right Now), which is 
the cue for director Darren Paul Fisher to bore his 
audience silly with an endless stream of film trivia and 
jokes so embarrassingly trite that you’d be wincing if 
you weren’t busy shouting for a refund.

LABYRINTH OF PASSION

Spanish enfant terrible Pedro Almodovar’s second 
film is a mad, farcical cocktail of sexual degeneracy, 
cartoon punks, drug addicts and would-be 
revolutionaries, shaken frenziedly and poured out into 
the implausible storytelling conventions of a daytime 
TV soap opera. 


The plot’s far too convoluted to relate here, although 
it’s indication enough that it features a 
nymphomaniac pop star called Sexilia whose 
gynaecologist father is giving fertility treatment to the 
wife of an Arab prince, while the bisexual son of the 
latter is living in Madrid incognito, although a would- 
be terrorist (Antonio Banderas, looking about 16) is 
on his trail. Meanwhile ... well, you get the idea. 

All these various characters and others ricochet off 
each other in Almodovar’s characteristic freewheeling 
style until something like a narrative emerges, but 
that’s really secondary to the director’s ambition of 
having a fun in the unlikely hyper-reality he’s created.

OLIVIER, OLIVIER

There’s a strong flavour of The Return Of Martin 
Guerre to this enigmatic drama inspired by a 
newspaper story. 

Serving equally well as a mystery and an examination 
of broken relationships, it’s the story of a family in 
rural France which implodes in the aftermath of the 
disappearance of beloved son Olivier. 

But years later, the detective who originally worked 
on the case encounters a Parisian rent boy (the 
excellent Gregoire Colin) whom he is convinced is 
Olivier. Returning to the mother who doted on her 
lost son, this teenage stranger is welcomed as him - 
although the missing boy’s sister Nadine comes to 
believe the new arrival is not who he appears to be. 
It’s a power and absorbing piece of ensemble acting, 
even if Polish director Agnieszka Holland casually 
drops in a late sequence showcasing Nadine’s evident 
psychokinetic abilities only to frustratingly make 
nothing more of it.

The singles event started 
with bowlers carrying over 
scores from the team event 
which had been held over a 
two-day period. 

The youngster, from Canons 
Brook, representing Great 
Britain, started the singles 
event in fifth after playing 
well in the team event. 

His scores included a 599 
and 622. The GB team came 
seventh out of 20. 


Sawbridgeworth march on 


THE combination of injury and 
unavailability has certainly cost 
Harlow Athletic Club’s men’s 
team dear this season. 

And the side desperately need to 
accrue enough points from their last 
Southern League meeting of the sea¬ 
son at Peterborough next month to 
avoid relegation from division three 
north. 

Meanwhile, the Mark Hall based club 
have lodged an appeal over a decision 
which prevented them competing in the 
pole vault at a meeting at Bedford last 
month — and cost them several vital 
points. 

That decision by an official at the 
Bedford International Stadium could be 
the difference between relegation and safe¬ 
ty- 

Harlow have spoken to an international 
standard referee and believe the Bedford 
official did not act within the laws of the 
sport. 

Harlow AC chairman Chris Clark told 
Star Sport yesterday (Wednesday): “We 
have lodged an appeal. A stadium pole 
could have been used. They refused to 
give us a pole vault. 

“We could have got two or three points 
in that event. We had pole vaulters who 
would have beaten the guys there.” 

Harlow’s luckless campaign continued 
at Gloucester Park, Basildon, on Saturday 
when the club were forced to withdraw 
Glenn Paxman due to a groin injury, while 
Craig Snook was also missing. 

Already without other key athletes 
through injury, the team suffered delays on 
the M25 motorway and only arrived 
moments before the start of the meeting. 

Despite this they still managed to finish 
third in the four-team event, faring partic¬ 
ularly well in the field events. 

The team of seven excelled in both the 
high jump and long jump competitions. 

Phil Lidgey (1.70m) and Lloyd Ellis 
(1.55m) were respectively first in the high 
jump A and B string events, while Carl 
Paxman (5.68m) and Ellis (5.37m) won the 
long jump A and B strings respectively.

TWO rising stars of Harlow athletics 
overcame the disappointment of a 
disqualification to help Essex clinch the 
gold medal in front of SKY TV cameras 
at the All England Schools 
Championships.
